© being Favourites of the Party; and that the 
© Council held in Valencia being the Spring of all 
our Misfortunes, the Lords ought to cenſure 
© thoſe that influenc'd it. Concluding, That the 
Motion he made the Teſday before might be read. 
Hereupon the Duke of Bedford deliver'd in a 
Petition of the Earl of Galway, which was 
read, importing, That being inform'd, that 
Matters which very much concern'd him, 
were inſerted 1n the Journals of the Houſe, he 
pray'd their Lordſhips to give him time to 
put in his Anſwer, before they came to 4 
Determination.

City of London, to the ſame Purpoſe, which 
likewiſe after reading, was referr'd to the 
ſame Committee (Sir Roger Moſtyn their Chair- 
man) who Reported, That it appeared to them, 
that Colonel Charteris had menaced and beaten 
one Sergeant Pitman, for the Information he 
had given to the ſaid Committee, in Breach of 
the Privileges of the Houſe.

Thus much concerning what relates to the 
State of Religion; ſince it is high Time that

S0 
powerful a Recommendation made not only a 
great Impreſſion on the Court of England, but 
on that of Holland, who gave him the Com- 
mand of a Regiment, after which the Queen 
ave him Pay as Colonel of another, with 
which Character he was to have went with 
Earl Rivers upon an Expedition; but falling 
out with him on account of Pretences to 4 
Military Command above his Poſt, was recall'd; 
ſoon after which he grew out of favour with 
the Great Men about Her Majeſty, and upon the 
Battel of Almanza loſt the Pay of his Nomi- 
nal Regiment, that was defeated there, as he 
did ſoon after his Penſion from the States Gene- 
ral.

Harley's Coat and Waft-coat to view the 
Wounds, the Blade of the Pen-knife, which 
was lodg'd among the Cloths, fell into his 
Hands, which Mr. Harley perceiving, he took 
it from him, and calling for the Handle put 
them both in his Pocket, ſaying, They belong 
to me. He afterwards underwent the Probing 
and Dreſſing of his Wound, without the leaſt 
Diſorder in his Looks, or Diſcompoſure in his 
Mind, defiring only the Surgeon to inform him, 
whether the Wound were Mortal, becauſe in that 
Caſe, he had ſome Family Affairs to ſettle. Nor 
did he expreſs the leaft Reſentment againſt . 
the Aſlaſſin; but rather all the while appear'd 
the only Perſon unconcern'd at the Accident 
that had befallen him; and as ſoon as he was 
dreſs'd, order'd Mr. Bufiere to take Care of 
Monſieur de Guiſcard, after which he was car-

As for Monſieur de Guiſcard, it is to be ob- 
ferv'd, that beſides the ſeveral Bruiſes, he re- 
ceiy'd five conſiderable Wounds, viz. two un- 
der each Pap; one below the right ſide of the 
Belly; another on the left Hip, and the fifth 
in the Back near the left Side.

was amongſt the various Diſpenſations of the 
Divine Power, that Mr. Clobery Bromeley, El- 
deſt Son of the Speaker, died the Day after his 
being choſen one of the Commiſſioners ; upon 
which the Houſe of Commons adjourn'd them- 


ſelves for a Week, out of Reſpect to the Fa- 


ther, who was too indulgent, notwitſtanding 
all the Philoſophy he was Maſter of, not to 
ſtand in need of ſome Receſs to compoſe him- 
ſelf, after ſuch an unexpected and ſhocking Af- 
fliction, at the ſame time as he was too 
much of a Chriſtian to ſink under it. It is 
true, all that Man could deſire in a Son, was 
to be ſeen to the greateſt Perfection in his; 
and Expectation could not but accompany ſo pro- 
miſing a Genius, bright Intellects, and acquir'd 
Underſtanding : But whatſoever Occaſion this 
Pattern of Reſignation had for the extremeſt 
Sorrow, he came no otherwiſe into the 
Houſe, than Paulus e/Emilins did into the Senate 
(after his Loſs of Two Sons) full of Grief, yet 
not altogether void of Hopes; but rather like 
one that Comforted his ſorromful Countrymen for 
his own Miſchance. His Application to publick 


Buſineſs was only interrupted till he had 


paid the laſt Offices to the Dead; and if he had 
loſt a Son that would have depreſs'd any one's 


Spirit but his own, he ſtill kept poſleſs'd of

Oath, and ſubmit to any Terms the Parliament 
ſhould think fit, for the Recovery of their Li- 
berty. Theſe Conditions were at firſt thought 
reaſonable by the Houſe, and Mr. Duncomb 
who was Chairman of the Committee, had 
no Limits given-to his Order, but brought in 
the Bill without any manner of Reſtriction to 
any. Sum or Sums, ſo that the Perſon or Per- 
fons to be releas'd by it, gave up. all his Ef 
feds, (but working, Tools c.) upon Oath, and 
either went into the Army binllelf, or pro- 
vided Tome other able-body'd Man fit for the 
Service.

In HOLLAND, a Well-govern'd and Flou- 
riſhing Common-Wealth, no Man is compell'd 
to pay further than his Eſtate will run, and 
that with Chriſtian Conſideration of his Wife 
and Family, nor is any Man to be Impriſon'd 
for Debt, unleſs the Creditor will allow him 
Maintenance ſo long as he ſhall be there con- 
fin'd, which Cuſtoms are ſo well known, that 
*tis needleſs to inſiſt upon them. : 

FLANDERS, TT ALY, and. SPAIN are 
Unanimous in their practice, for there no Man 
is detain'd in Priſon for Debt above a Year 
and a Day, in which Time the Creditors have 


Power to fell the Eſtate of the Debtor, which 


being done, and the Wives Dower taken out

in Examining into the State of the War, and 


looking back from the Beginning of it, we find, 
that in ſeveral Years, the Service has been 
enlarged, and the Charge of it encreaſed be- 
vyond the Bounds preſcribed, and the Annual 
Supplies granted by Parliament; To this new and 
illegal Practice, we muſt, in great Meaſure, 
aſcribe the Riſe and Growth of the heavy Debts 
that lie upon the Nation ; Nor does the Con- 


ſequence of it end there; for, we muſt alſo

With regard to the Debts of the Navy, we 
find, That one great Diſcouragement and Bur- 


den, which that Part of the Service has lain 


under,has been from a Liberty that has been uſed, 
of diverting ſeveral] Sums iflued to that Ser- 


vice, and transferring them to other Purpoſes, 
tor which they were not intended; particular- 


ty, that the Sum of Six Hundred. and Six 


| Thouſand, Eight Hundred and Six Pounds, Se- 
ren Shillings and Seven Pence, belonging: to. 
| tne Navy, has been paid for Proviſions ſup: 
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plied to Land-Forces ſent to Sas and Portu. 
gal, and for the Garriſon of Gibraltar; for 
which no Deductions have been made from the 
Pay of thoſe Forces, nor any Part of that Sum 
reaſſigned to the Victualling, notwithſtanding 


the ſeveral Acts of Parliament provided, and 


the many Letters writ, and Repreſentation 
made to the Treaſury, in that behalf. This 
unjuſtifiable Proceeding has been 4 Diſcouraye 
ment to the Seamen, occaſioned the, paying extr 
vagant Rates upon Contracts, and has very mu 
Contributed to ſink the Credit of the, Navy... 
To this we muſt add the many notorious 
Embezlements, and ſcandalous. Abuſes, whick 
appear to have been practiſed, as well in the 


Management of Your Majeſty's. Brew-honſe, as | 


in the Contracts for Furniſhing the Navy 
with Beer. We haye already-prefumed to ad- 
dreſs Your Majeſty, That ſeveral Perſons, whom 


we diſcovered. to have been Guilty of thoſe | 


Frauds, ſhould be proſecuted at Law for their 
Offences; and we entirely rely upon Your 
Majeſty's: moſt Gracious Aſſurance, That thoſe 
Proſecutions, ſhall. be effectually carried on: But 
we muſt alſo, upon this Occaſion, beg leave, 
farther to- repreſent to Your Majeſty, That the 
Commiſſuoners appointed to take, Care of the Victu. 
alling Your Majeſty's Navy, have. been Guilty ef 
great Negligence and. Remiſneſs in their Duty; 
For the Inſtructions, which go along with that 
Commiſſion, are ſo well adapted to the. pre- 
venting thoſe very Abuſes which have been 
committed, that nothing but a notorious Miſ- 
management in that Office, and an inexcuſa- 
ble Neglect in purſuing thoſe Inſtructions, could 
have given way to the great Loſs the Publick 
has ſuſtained in that Part of the Service.

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The evil Effects of this Miſinanagement in 


Publick Offices, and Miſapplication of Parlia- 
mentary Supplies, have been encreaſed by the 
very Methods of bringing in the Publick Money; 
For, it has appeared to us, That the Re- 
ceivers of the Land-Tax and of the other Re- 
venues, have not been cälled upon to pay in 
the Money they had received, in due time, as 
the Law requires. Such has been the extreme 
Remiſneſs,. and unaccountable Indulgence of 
thoſe, whoſe Duty it was to oblige thoſe Re- 
ceivers to make due and punQual Payments, 
that on the Eighth of December 1710, there was 
an Arrear of the ſeveral - Land-Taxes, for five 
Years,. ending the Twenty Fourth of March 
1709, amounting to the Sum of Two Hundred 
Seventy Two Thouſand, Five Hundred and 
Ninety. Six Pounds, Eight Shillings, and Eight 


Pence, ſome. part of which, was paid into the 


Exchequer after the Commons had ordered an 
Enquiry into that Matter; yet the Sum ſtan- 
ding out, at the beginning of April 1711, was 
One Hundred Eighty Thouſand, Four Hundred 
and Thirty Nine Pounds, Seven Shillings, and 
Six Pence Half-penny. From theſe Omiſſions, 
the Publick. remains long under the Load of 
latereſt, for want of that Money which lies in 
the Hands of Receivers; ſo that the Supplies 
granted to Your Majeſty, however large, or 
well proportioned to the Occaſions of the War, 
could never prove Effectual to prevent the 
Incumbrance of Debts, whilſt they were nej- 
ther colletted, nor disburſed faithfully, accor- 
ding to the Ends and Methods deſign'd by Par- 
Lament. --- FE 
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Thus far have we proceeded in diſcovering 


ſome of thoſe Cauſes which have brought ſo 
great a Weight of Debts upon - the Nation, 
and we might have made a much greater Pro- 
greſs in our Enquiries, if the Accounts of the 
Publick Money had been regularly paſſed, but 
to our great Surprize and Concern, we find, 
| That they who of late Tears have had the Manage- 
ment of Tour Majeſty's Treafury, and ought to have 
compelled the ſeveral Accountants duly to paſs their 
reſpective Accounts, have been Guilty of ſo Notori- 
ons a Breach of Truſt, and = ſo high an Injuſtice to 
the Nation, that of the Moneys granted by Par- 


liament, and iſſued for the Publick Serviet to Chriſt- 


mas 1710, there remains unaccounted for, the Sum 
of Thirty Five Millions, Three Hundred and Tno 
Thouſand, One Hundred and Seven Pounds, for « 
great Part of which no Accounts have fo much a 
been laid before the Auditors; And for the reſt, 
though ſome Accounts have been brought in, yet 
they have not been proſecuted by the Account aits, 
and Finiſhed. This has made it impracticable 
for us to arrive at ſo exact a Knowledge of 
the State of the Nation, with regard to the 
Publick Money, as we wiſh'd and might have 


expected; and Your Majeſty will pleaſe to | 


conſider, in ſuch an immenſe Sum unaccoun- 
ted tor, how many Embezlements may be con- 
cealed, and how Juſtly it is to be ſuſpected, 
That ſo ſcandalous a Remiſneſs has been al- 
lowed with no other Defign. We humbly

We cannot omit taking Notice to Your 


Majeſty, of another extraordinary Inſtance, in

unreaſonable Expence in it ſelf, but many other 
ways uneaſy and grievous to Your People

E cannot, without unſpeakable ' Grief 
reflect on that Deluge of Impiety ar 
Licentiouſneſs, which hath broke in upoa us, 
and overſpread the Face of this Church and 
Kingdom, eminent in former Times, for Purity 
of Faith, and Sobriety of Manners. 

The Source of theſe great Evils, as far back 
as we have trac'd it, ſeems to have been 
that long unnatural Rebellion, which looſen'd 
all the Bands of Diſcipline and Order, and o- 
verturn'd the goodly Frame of our Eccleſiaſti- 
cal and Civil Conſtitution. 
The Hypocriſy, Enthuſiaſm, and variety of 
wild and monſtrous Errours, which abounded 
during thoſe Confuſions, begat in the Minds of 
Men (too eaſily carry'd into Extremes) a Diſ- 
regard for the very Appearauices of Religion, 
and ended ina Spirit of downright Libertiniſm 
and Profaneneſs, which hath ever ſince too 
much prevail'd among us. It was indeed 
check'd and kept under for a time, by the le- 
gal Reſtraints laid on the Preſs, and by the 
juſt Dread of Popery, which hung over _— 
” ES Heads:

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Heads: But, as foon' as theſe Fears were re- 


moved, and thoſe Reſtraints: were taken off, 
it broke out with the . greateſt Freedom and 
ee 5 fig 4 . 

There have not been wanting, God be prai- 
ſed, the hearty Endeavours of Good Men, to 
reſiſt the Growth of theſe ſpreading Evils. 
Books have been written in Defence of the 
Fundamental Truths, whether of Natural or 
Reveal'd Religion, with great Clearneſs, and 
Strength of Argument: The vain Pleas of the 
ſeveral Advocates for Infidelity have been par- 
ticularly conſider'd, and refuted ; Societies 
have been form'd, and Funds of Charity rais'd, 
for the Propagation of our. Holy Faith, for the 
pious Education of Poor Children, and for the 
Increaſe of Chriſtiau Knowledge, by plain and 
uſeful Diſcourſes, diſtributed among the mea- 


ner Sort, in great Variety and Number. Au- 


thority hath often interpos'd, for the coun- 
tenancing theſe excellent Deſigns, for with- 
ſtanding the bold Attempts, and preventing 
the further Increaſe of Irreligion and Profane- 
neſs. To this end, Royal Injunctions and Pro- 
clamations have iſſued, Acts of Parliament 
have paſled, Proſecutions at Law have been or- 
dered, gracious Speeches from the Throne 
have been made; and from thence ſuch 
bright Patterns of Piety and Vertue have ſhone 


forth, as would, in any Age leſs profligate than 


this, have diffus'd their happy Influence through 
all Orders of Men among us. OO 

But it mult be confeſs'd, that all the En- 
deavours which may hitherto have been uſed, 
by publick or private Perſons, to ſtop the 
Growth of this Evil, have prov'd ineffectual. 
lu the midſt of ſuch Diſcouragements Infideli-

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ty hath taken deep Root, and, being cultiy;. 
ted with Care, hath ſpread its Branches wide, 


and ſhot up to an amazing Height, and 


brought forth Fruits in great Abundance. 
Wee forbear to wound your pious Ears by 
a particular Mention of thoſe many blaſphe- 
mous Paſlages, which have been publiſh'd from 
the Preſs. Nevertheleſs, in Diſcharge of the 
Truſt repos'd in us by Your Majeſty, we 
think our ſelves oblig'd to lay before you 
ſome Account of the various Steps taken to 
undermine the Foundations of Chriſtianity, and 
to infe& the Minds of your People with A; 
theiſm, Deiſm, Hereſy, and every pernicious 
and deſtructive Errour, We ſhall proceed al. 
terwards to conſider the dark and ſubtil 
MEruops, by which this Myſtery of Iniqui-

Nor have theſe Hereticks beea with-held, 
by the publick Notice lately taken of their 
wicked Poſitions, from venting them anew;

lt was by ſuch Men as theſe, that the So 
nian Tracts, when firſt publiſh'd, were much 
Countenanc'd' and Recommended: For they 
well knew, that the chief.

ſtian Faith being once ſhaken, a Way would 
by that Means be open'd, and the Minds of 
Men prepar'd, for the Attacks, which might 
afterwards be made on Chriſtianity it ſelf; and 
into which the Socinian Confroverly: foon Was 
Impror'd. $ 

For the Books Written; in an Arguments 
tive Way, againſt the Divinity of our bleſſed 
Lord, did, in a little time, produce others of 
a worſe Spirit and Tendency; wherein i the 
Doctrines by him reveal'd, were ſpoken of 
with prophane Levity and Contempt, his Hu 
miliation and Sufferings were derided, his Per- 
fon was Blaſphem'd, and Treated with as great 
Indignity and Scorn, as when he ſtood at the 
Judgment Seat of Pilate.

they would have refus'd to be concluded by 
it in any other Point whatſoever. 

We pretend not to have made a full Diſ. 
covery of all the dark and ſabtil Wiles, by 
which the Inſtruments of Satan have endez- 
vour'd to eſtabliſh his Kingdom, and to intro- 
duce a general Looſeneſs of Principles and 
Practices among us: But theſe, which we 
have now laid before Your Majeſty, are too 
obvious and manifeſt, not to be obſerw'd and 
complain'd of by us.

taught to doubt of thoſe Truths, which it had 
otherwiſe never once enter'd into their Hearts 
to queſtion.

This general Liberty of the Preſs happen'd 
not long 'after the Time, when, by reaſon of 
Confuſions and Diſorders that uſually attend 
great Changes of State, the Reins of Govern- 
ment were unavoidably ſlacken'd, and Parties 
of Men were ſuffer' d to expreſs their mutual 
Reſentments, and manage their Debates againſt 
each other, with a Freedom not often per- 
mitted, or praQtis'd in more quiet and ſettled 
Times. Mean while, the Indulgence granted 
to Men, of worſhipping God in their own 
Way, incited ſome publickly, and with Warmth, 
to eſpouſe theſe Religious Opinions, which others 
thought themſelves bound with equal Warmth to 
oppoſe. Theſe Contentions in Matters of a 
civil and ſacred Nature, bred in the Minds

On our Theaters things ſacred and ſerious 
have been handled after the moſt ludicrous

Holy Writ, and various ſorts of Profaneneſß,

' God be thanked, at that very time adif- 
ferent Spirit prevail'd; and great Sums of Mo- 
ney were by Publick Authority provided, and 


apply'd for the building, ſupporting, and ador- 


ning of Churches: And we cannot but hope, 
but this glorious Work, which Your Majeſty, 
at our humble Requeſt, was graciouſly pleaſed 


to recommend to your Parliament, in the Ad-

liberal Contributions of Vour Subjects in the 
Army, we cannot but lament, that Foreign 
Vices, too eaſily learn'd in the Camp, have 
from thence ſpread themſelves, by little and 
little, through the ſeveral Ranks of Men at 
home, and occafion'd a viſible Increaſe of Luxu- 
ry, Libertiniſm, and Profaneneſs. * Falſe Noti- 
ons of Honour have made that reputable, 
which the Religion of Chriſt utterly condemns; 
and that infamous, which it commands under 
the higheſt Penalties: So that they, who {till 
dare to own themſelves Chriſtians, by not ſen- 
ding a Challenge, when affronted, or not ac- 
cepting it when ſent, are really in a State of 
Perſecution, on the Account of their ſtri& Ad- 
herence to Chriſt and His Doctrine. The Pre- 
valence of ſuch Principles and Practices doth, 
in our humble Opinion, tend not only to the 
Diſhonour, but even to the Disbelief of the 
Goſpel, among thoſe, who are either perſua- 
ded that it 1s lawful and laudable, or, with- 
out ſuch a Perſuaſion, determin'd to act in con- 
tradiction to the plain Precepts of it. 

The Emiſſaries from Rome have not been wan- 
ting to lay hold of this Opportunity for the 
Advancement of their Cauſe; to which no- 
thing is ſo ſerviceable as Scepticiſm and Looſe- 
neſs of Life: And theſe therefore they have 
always encourag'd to the beſt of their Power.

| ner be explain'd. For the Tendency of ſuch 
Attempts hath been, to confine the Thoughts |

But theſe, and ſuch Cauſes as theſe, having |: 
a leſs general and diſcernable Influence to- if 
wards producing the Evils complain'd of, we 
have choſen rather to reſt in the Conſideration 
of thoſe, which are more extenſive and appa- 
rent, and have been remarkably fruitful of 
the ILL. CoNSEUEN CES, Which we are 
next to lay before Your Majeſty. The

regarded and too manifeſt to be Diſſembled. 
The Goſpel. cannot but be Blemiſhed by this 
Reflection, That at a Time when the ſtrongeſt 
Evidences of its Divine Original have been 
produc'd and ſet in the faireſt Light, ſo ma- 
ny ſhould Revolt from it. Our Eccleſiaſtical 
and Civil Conſtitution muſt needs 'undergo Re- 
proach; as if we either wanted Laws to puniſh 
ſuch Enormities, or Zeal to turn the Edge of 
_ thoſe Laws upon daring Offenders. 

It is lamentable to reflect, how many Souls 
have been Loſt, by imbibing wicked Doctrines 
from thoſe Books, which have been ſcatter'd 
for ſeveral Years with Impunity through this 
Kingdom; how many more are endanger'd by 

- too near Approaches towards Infidelity, though 
they have not as yet actually arriv'd to it; 
what a Spirit of Indifference and Neutrality 
in Religion hath been infus'd, through ſuch 

Vehicles, into the Minds of Men, and hath, at 
laſt, fo far prevail'd, as to become the diſtin- 
guiſhing Character of the Age we live in. 

We doubt not, but that divers of. Your. 
Majeſty's Subjects, either by the Scandal ari- 
ſing from the late obſervable Growth of Pro- 
faneneſs, or by ſharing the Contagion of it, 
have at laſt been perverted to Popery; and 
we are ſure, that many of them have been 
made worſe Men, and worſe Subjects, by the 
means of it. For Infidelity, where embrac'd, 
cancels all the ſtrongeſt Obligations of Duty, 
and diſſolves thoſe Religious Bands of Obedi- 
ence, by which the Thrones of Princes are bell

Works of thoſe Writers, who were the moſt de- 
clar'd and irreconcileable Enemies to Mo-

But the worſt, Conſequence of our Impieties 
is, that they have made us obnoxious to the 
Diſpleaſure of Almighty God; who may juſtly, 
on their Account, be provok'd to viſit us 
with, his -ſevereſt Judgments, by ſtopping the 
continued Current of Succeſs, with which he 
hath hitherto bleſs'd our Affairs, and delive- 
ring us into the Hands of our Enemies; by 
withdrawing the pure Light of his Goſpel 
from us, and letting in the Abominations of 
Popery among üs... 
Our only Comfort under this fad Proſpect, 
is, That as far and wide as the Infection hath 
ſpread, there are many ſtill left, who continue 
untainted by it; many, who, imitating the 
pious Example, ſet by Your Majeſty, hold faſt 
the Profeſſion of, their Faith without Wavering, and 
Adorn it with all Manner of Chriſtian Graces 
and Virtues, in the midſt of a perverſe and 
crooked Generation. For the mighty Growth 
of Infidelity hath been attended with one good 
Conſequenee, among divers Ill Ones; That

Mens Minds all Notions of a Church, as a So- 
ciety inſtituted by- Chrift, with peculiar Po- 
wers and Privileges, and proper Officers to 
adminiſter the Word and Sacraments; and ſo 
to blend and confound the Spiritual Society 


with the Temporal, as to make every thing in 


Religion, its Divine Truths, and molt ſacred 
Ordinances, dependant on the Will of the Ci- 
vil Magiſtrate, as deriving ſolely from him their 
Sanction and Authority. Nay, theſe religious 
Ordinances themſelves, even the chief of them, 
Baptiſm and the Supper of the Lord, have been

| Good Chriſtians with Horrour and Aſtoniſhment.

treated as a ridiculous and burthenſome Yoke, 
to the greft Prejudice of Society and Vertue; 
and every thing ſacred hath been expoſed : 
Where the Office of the Prieſthood bath been 
made a Matter of Scorn and Reproach; and 
where, at the Opening a New Theatre, the 


Building of Churches was impiouſly derided, 
as a vain and uſeleſs Work, the Effect only 


of Superſtition and Ignorance. | | 

It is indeed for the Purpoſe of the Irreli- 
gious to diſcourage the Building of Churches, 
where they are ſo much wanted, and where 
the Want of them is in all appearance one 
great Occaſion of the Irreligion of many : For 
by this means, vaſt Numbers of Souls have, 
in and about theſe Two Populous Cities, been 
excluded from a Poſſibility of attending the pu- 


blick Worſhip of God, and from all the Bene- 


fits of Chriftian Inſtruction. And the natural 
Conſequence of this hath been a gradual De- 
fection from Piety and Vertue to irreligious 1g. 
norance, and all manner of looſe and licents

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; And as the Want of Churches here, ſo the 


Want of competent Maintenance for the Ser- 
yice of many that are in the Country, where 


two. or three Cures do not often afford enough to

there : For by this means, many Pariſhes have 
no Miniſter reſiding among them, and' are ſe- 
yeral Sundays in the Year without any Service 
at all; and the Miniſters, by having ſo much 
Duty upon them, cannot diſcharge it as they 

ought, nor have time for the catechiſing 


Young Perſons, Which is ſo neceſſary a Part of 


Chriſtian Inſtruttion. ED 

And to the Increaſe of this Miſchief, both 
in City and Country, have they alſo contribu- 
ted, who have taken occaſion from the Re- 
laxation of thoſe Laws, which made Abſence 
from the Eftabliſh'd Church penal, to withdraw 
themſelves entirely from all Religious Aſſem- 
blies, although the very At of Exemption, 
which gave Liberty in one reſpect, equally re- 
ſtrain'd it in the other. 

From theſe ſeveral Occaſions hath enſued a 
great Neglect of the religious Obſervance of 
the Lord's Day, too great a part of which is 
ipent by many in Publick Houſes, and other 
Diverſions wholly unſuitable to the Time ſet 
apart for. the more immediate Service of God; 
though we have reaſon to think, that through 
the Care of Magiſtrates and others, ſome Re- 
formation hath been made of this Matter. 

But whatever Share any of the Cauſes and 
Occaſions abovementioned may have had in 
that Growth of Infidelity, Hereſy, and Pro- 
taneneſs, amongſt us, we cannot but bewail the 
Effect, conſidering the Diſhonour it brings on 


Our 
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our Holy Faith, our Church, and Nation, and 


the Hurt it has done to Your Majeſty's People, 
many of whom have been made worſe Men, 
and worſe Subjects, by the means of it. 1 
It is lamentable to reflect how many Souls 
have been loſt, by imbibing wicked Doctrines 
from thoſe Books, which have been ſcatter'd 
for ſeveral Years through this Kingdom ; how 
many more are endanger'd by too near Ap- 
proaches to Infidelity (though they have not 
as yet actually arriv'd to it) from a Spirit of 
Indifference and Neutrality in Religion, which 
hath been infus'd into their Minds by theſe 
means. : 
But what we have further to apprehend 
from our Impieties is, That they have made 
us obnoxious to the Diſpleaſure of Almighty 
God, Who may juſtly on their account be 
provoked to viſit us with His Judgements, by 
ſtopping the continued Current of Succeſs, 
with which He hath hitherto bleſſed our Af- 
fairs, and delivering us into the Hands of 
our Enemies, by withdrawing the pure Light 
of His Goſpel from us, and letting in the A- 
bominations of Popery among us. 
For the Emiſſaries from Rome have been all a- 
long very watchful to lay hold of theſe Opportu- 
-Nnities for the Advancement of their Caule ; to 
which nothing is ſo ſerviceable as Scepticiſm 
and Looſeneſs of Life: Theſe therefore, as 
well as the Errours and Diviſions amongſt us, 
they have always encourag'd to the beſt of 
their Power, and improved to their own Ad- 
vantage; repreſenting in ſeveral Books, as 
well as in their common Converſation, the 
great Uncertainty of the Chriſtian Religion upon 
Proteſt arit Principles, and filling Mens Minds oy 
„ infinite 
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infinite Doubts, the better to make them ſub- 
mit to an infallible Guide. They have ſwarm'd 
in our Streets of Late Years, as they do more 
particularly at this Time, and are very Buſy 
ja making Converts: Nor do we doubt but 
that divers of Your Majeſty's Subjects, either 
from the Scandal taken at the Infidelity, He- 
reſy, and Prophaneneſs they ſee, or from ſha- 
ring the Contagion of it, have by their Arts, 
been p; Ei | 
But notwithſtanding that we have theſe 
Things to complain of, ſo much hath been done 
already towards taking off the Cauſes and Ef- 
feats of theſe Evils, and to prevent the fur- 
ther Conſequences of them, as to give us great 
Hopes, that through the Bleſſing of God up- 
on Your Majeſty's Authority and Example, 
and the Endeavours of Your Subjects in their 
ſeveral Stations, we ſhall eſcapes the Danger 
we have ſo much reaſon to fear. > | 

For as Books have been Publiſhed in Favour 
of Hereſy, and downright Infidelity ; ſo others 
have been Written from time to time, as oc- 
caſion Requir'd, in Defence of the Fundamen- 
tal Truths whether of Natural or Reveal'd 
Religion, with great Clearneſs and Strength 
of Argument: The vain Pleas of the ſeveral 
Advocates for Inſidelity have been particular- 
ly Conſidered and Refuted, to the Silencing, 
if not the Couvidion of ſome of the Principal 
of them. _ 9 | 

A Lecture was Founded, not many Years 
ſince, by Mr. Boyle, in Defence of the Chri/ti- 
an Religion againſt all the Adverſaries of it; 
and many Excelleat and Uſeful Sermons liave 
been Preached and Publiſhed upon that Occa- 
wo.” „ 

Sccieties 
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Societies have been formed for the Refor- 
mation of Manners; Funds. of Charity have 
been raiſed for the Propagation ' of the Goſ- 
pel in Foreign Parts, and of Chriſtian Know- 
ledge at Home, and for the pious Education 
of poor Children : Great Variety of Plain and 
Uſeful Diſcourſes have been Diſtributed among 
the meaner Sort, for their more eaſy Improve- 
ment; and Parochial Libraries bave been ſet 


up for the Uſe of Miniſters in the Coun- 


try, that they might be better Provided for 
the Inſtruction of thoſe committed to their

Authority hath often interpoſed for the 
Countenancing theſe excellent Deſigns and 
for withſtanding the bold Attemps that have 
been made upon our common Faith; and for 
preventing the Increaſe of Irreligion and 
Profaneneſs, Royal Injunctions and Proclama- 
tions have iſſued, Acts of Parliament have paſ- 
ſed, Proſecutions at Law have been Ordered, 
Gracious Speeches from the Throne have been 
made, and from thence ſuch bright Patterns 
of Piety and Vertue have ſhone forth, as have 
no doubt, prevailed upon many, tho' the In- 
fluence of them hath not extended ſo far as 
might have been expected.

Many Churches have been Repaired and A- 
dorned at the Expence of the ſeveral Pariſhi- 
oners, and other Benefactors; and many Chap=- * 
pets opened in the larger Pariſhes, tho' not 
ſufficient to anſwer the Wants of the Inhabj- 
tants. Great Sums of Money have been by 
Publick Authority Provided and Applied for 
the Building, Supporting, and Adorning other 
Churches; and Your Majeſty has been graci- 

_ ouſly Pleaſed, upon our Humble Addreſs, to 
recommend to Your Parliament to fiad out 

Means for the Building of ſuch as are ſtill 
Wanting ; of which from the great Satisfaction 
with which Your Meſlage was received, and 
the great Progreſs made upon it, we hope to 
ſee the bleſſed Effect; when all, who are Re- 
ligiouſly Diſpoſed, will have the Opportunity 
of giving publick Teſtimony of it, and the 
Careleſs be left without Excuſe. 

ln the mean Time other Methods of Redre

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any Prince in One Seſſion, but for reſtoring Pu- 
blick Credit; a Bleſſing ſo invaluable, and fo 
much deſpair'd of by our Enemies, that they 
concluded it impoſſible for the Miniſtry and 
Parliament, to extricate us out of thoſe ama- 
zing Difficulties whereinto we had been plun- 
ged. And truly, if we impartially conſider 
the Meaſures upon which the late Men 1nPo- 
wer proceeded, we ſhall find it extremely dil. 
ficult to give any ſatisfactory Account to Res- 
ſon or Policy for their notorious Depeculati- 
ons; unleſs, like ſome momentary Conquerours, 
they deſign'd to waſte that Country which 
they could not keep. Dy I 

IJ am very well aflur'd, that the former Ai. 
niſtry, after a long Run of Il Husbandry, were 
often at their Wit's End (till things grew ri- 
per for that Change they had projected) how 
to prevent from breaking all at once upon 
the Publick, that Report which they knew 
would ruin their Deſigns. The whole Govern- 
meat ſubſiſted upon preſent Credit, though yaſt 
Sums were annually given to ſupport the 
War; which were ſo far from being apply 
that way, that every Year we were plung 
more and more in Debt. It is true, the Par- 
liament Voted Subſidies, and the willing Peo- 
ple cheerfully paid them, in hopes, by an ho- 
nourable Peace, they ſhould quickly ſee the 
End of their Miſeries and Taxes: Yet the Ar- 
rear to the Navy &c. ran on, the Miniſin 
put on a good Face upon a decaying Conſtitu- 
tion, they employ'd all their Arts to conceal 
the real Diſtreſs we were in; they procured 
that Money ſhould be lent at Five per Cem. 
whilſt the unhappy Creditors were forced to 
give from Twenty to Forty per Cent. n 
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. for every Farthing they received upon the 


d Bill aſſigned them by the Government. This 
y they very well knew was ſuch ill Manage- 
d ment, as could not long be concealed : They 
„had ſeparately and prodigioufly inrich'd them- 
- ſelves ; to preſerve their Wealth and Authori- 
r ty. they found it neceſſary to invade the Con- 
N ſtitution. As to their own Poſſeſſions, an A 
. of Indemnity had ſecur'd them: And for the 


- reſt, they had little more to riſque, than whe- 
- WW ther they ſhould remain opulent Subjects, tho” 
þ without any Share in the Power, or become 
h WE Maſters without Limitation. | 
Avarice is ever inſatiable! How then muſt 
it deſtroy, when it has the Wealth of a 
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e Nation to feed on? The Miſeries of the { 
People, the Tears and Groans of Poor Sea- 4 
men and their Families, were not regarded . 
n by thoſe Devourers ; univerſal Frauds and A- þ 
V buſes not only wink'd at, but encouraged: 
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Trade not dying, but dead: Publick Credit, 
"tis true, was ſtill alive, but ſubſiſted only up- 
on ſtrong Cordials, in utter Ignorance of her 
approaching Diſſolution. Yet no one Step was 
made by theſe State-Phylicians, towards pre- 
venting her apparent Deceaſe, much leſs did 
they take any Thought about curing the Mala- 
dy they had occaſion'd. They were not ſo 
void .of Reaſon as to be ignorant of the Con- 
dition they had reduced us to : They did 
know it; and ſtood provided of a Remedy to 
ſecure themſelves, and which all good Subjects 
muſt tremble to think on; a Remedy a thou- 
ſand times worſe than the Diſeaſe, where in- 
ſtead of an Indulgent Lawful Qn, we muſt 
have referr'd to a lawleſs Junto, and to an 
arbitrary Cap—n Gen-. 


— 
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But now God be praiſed our Fears are Diſ- 
ſipated; the Queen is free, and acts entirely 
according to Her own judgment and Inclinati- 
on; The Parliament acquieſces in whatever ſhe 
Requires, we have prov'd the happy Effects of 
their mutual Confidence, and as Her Majeſty 
tells us from the Throne, ſhe ſhall look upon 
any Attempt to leſſen it, as a Step towards 
diſſolving Her Government. 
I could make many uſeful Reflections upon 
the preſent happy Change of our Condition, 
the different State of Security, to our Conſti- 
tution, wherein this Seſſion hath left us, from 
the Fears that poſſeſs'd us at the Ending of 
the laſt: The Dread and Apprehenſion the 
Majority of the Kingdom were then in, leaſt 
that Parliament ſhould fit any more; The 
Longings and Impatiencies of the People, till 
Her Majeſty ſhall think fit, that theſe may meet 
again; but this long Seſſion being Ended, which 
ſeveral Circumſtances, and one Accident, alto- 
gether Uatforeſcen, have drawn out beyond 
the uſual Time, it may be ſome ſmall Piece of 
Juſtice to ſo excellent an Aſſembly, barely to men- 
tion a few of thoſe great Things they have done 
for the Service of their Queen and Country. 
The Credit of the Nation began mightily 
to ſuffer by a Diſcount upon Exchequer Bills, 
i which have been generally reckon'd the ſureſt 
14 and moſt ſacred of all Securities. The pre- 
if ſent Lord Treaſurer, then a Member of the 
Horſe of Commons, propos'd a Method, which 
was immediately comply'd with, of railing them 
to a Par with Specie; and ſo they have ever 
ſince continu'd. 
The Britiſh Colonies of Nevis and St. Criſto- 


pher s, had been miſerably Plunder'd by the a

ſoners ; They had often, for ſome Years paſt, 
apply'd in vain for Relief from hence ; till 
the preſent Parliament, conſidering their Con- 
dition as a Caſe of Juſtice and Mercy, voted 
them One Hundred Thouſand Pounds by way. 
of Recompence, in ſome Manner, for their Sut- 
ferings. „% ne | 
Some Perſons, whom the Voice of the Na- 
tion authoriſes me to call her Enemies, taking 
Advantage of the general Naturalization Act, 
had invited over a great Number of Foreigners 
of all Religions, under the Name of Palatines 
who underſtood no Trade or Handicraft, yet 
rather choſe to Beg than Labour ; who beſides 
infeſting our Streets, bred Contagious Diſeaſes, 
by which we loſt in Natives, thrice the Num- 
ber of what we gain'd in Foreigners. The 
Houſe of Commens, as a Remedy againſt this 


Evil, brought in a Bill for repealing that Act 


of general Naturalization, which, to the Sur- 
prize of moſt People, was rejected by the L—ds, 
after reading it Twice ; and urging that the 
Grandeur and Proſperity of a Country conſiſted in 
the Multitude of its Inhabitants. However the 
Commons tho' they met with this Diſapoint- 
men took Care to ſend many of the Palatines 
away, and to repreſent their being invited 
over, as a pernicious Counſel, as has been be- 


fore mentioned.
